It camnot 
be said with truth, that these gentry, however, are themselves de- 
prived of amusement, as they seem to come prepared with a regalas 
series of jokes, sometimes verbal, and sometimes practical. [he 
latter kind of diversion was last night attempted also in the pit-- 
and was manifested by one gentleman favonring his ucighbour with se 
accomplished a thrust on the probuscis, as enforced him tu distribate 
somewhat liberally the rosy fluid. If gentlemen “ will play at bow!ls 
they must expect rubbers,”’ and se it proved, for the recipient party, 
on the proboscis, returned the obligation so manfally, that the whole 
house was in av uproar, and the Play, of course, became a secondary 
consideration, not only with the andience but with the actors; every 
allowance must be made for Christmas festivity and pudding. 

The new Pantomime fully sustains the high reputation this theatre 
has hitherto enjoyed for beauty of scenery, and the story which serres 
for its introduction is ingenious. The idea of Harlequin and the Mia- 
gic Rose is taken from the Hon. Lumley Skeffington’s pleasant little 
piece, entitled Beauty and the Beast. Some of the early scenes are 
peculiarly magoificent, and many of the changes highly pleasing.— 
Among these may be ramed the mounting of the Pavtaloon party in 
the air, on the wings of a monstrous dragon, and the succeeding views 
of Petersburgh, Amsterdam, Dover, and London, which are executed 
with singular merit. A dance is also introduced, in which the young 
Grimaldi gives an excellent imitation of Mons. Mazuricr. Miss Ro- 
mer is an improving dancer, and now that she has gained some degree 
of confidence, exhibits herself cleverly, if not too delicately. Mr. F. 
Pareloe is an nrtiet, (as we suppose we must en'l him) of first-rate 
talent in distortion, and will well supply the absence of the French 
Monkey. ‘The piece has been produced with entire disregard te ex- 
pense, and will, we have no doubt, producqa succession of holiday 
assemblages, that will remunerate thc liberality of the Managers.
